POLICE launched a probe 
after the body of a man was 
found in a park in Tipton. 

The man, understood to 
be a 58-year-old from 
Wednesbury, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Jubilee 
Park yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day). 

Police were alerted by 
reports that a man had been 
knocked down by a car. 

Forensics teams were 
later scouring the park for 
clues. 

A number of dog walkers 
are believed to have been in 
the park at the time the body 
was discovered. 

Paramedics and the air 
ambulance were sent to the 
scene and tried to save the 
man. Police were later con¬ 
tacting his relatives. 

A 50-year-old man from 
Tipton was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of murder and yester¬ 
day was helping police with 
their inquiries. 

Police officers were later 
stationed at gates to the 
park and cordons were in 
place to seal off the scene. 

Ross Steventon, aged 20, 
who lives in nearby High- 
field Road, said: “I woke up 
at about 8.30am and saw 
police at the entrance to the 
park.” 

Grant Garrett, aged 20, 
added: “It’s shocking to 
think that something like 
this could happen so close to 
home.” 

Anyone with information 
is asked to call police on 101. 

Elderly in 
fire drama 

ELDERLY residents at shel¬ 
tered accommodation in 
West Bromwich were led to 
safety when a fire broke out. 
A mattress caught fire at 
Aviary Court, Wiltshire Way, 
filling hallways and corri¬ 
dors with smoke. 

Wardens and support staff 
were at the scene when fire¬ 
fighters arrived and 18 resi¬ 
dents were helped 
downstairs.

DC Leisure, the firm which will design, build, and 
maintain the centre say they will employ 25 full-time 
staff and 120 part-timers at the complex on the 
corner of Moor Street and Barton Street. 


Delivery 
company 
to recruit 
workers 

PARCEL firm GeoPost UK 
has launched a recruitment 
drive ahead of its Christmas 
rush. 

The firm wants to take on 
more than 150 temporary 
workers. 

The firm has already 
announced it will be recruit¬ 
ing 80 full-time workers in 
the next few months. 

Christmas is the busiest 
time of year for the Smeth¬ 
wick company and this year 
bosses are expecting to 
process up to 650,000 pack¬ 
ages a night. 

They are looking for tempo¬ 
rary drivers, sorters, and IT 
technicians.

A planning report says an 
adventure play area rising 
through two storeys will 
provide a dramatic architec¬ 
tural feature at the main 
entrance on Moor Street. 

The sports hall will have a 
moveable wall to allow it to 
be used for a variety of com¬ 
munity events, and the 
learner pool will have a 
moveable floor enabling the 
water depth to be changed. 

There will also be a steam 
room and sauna. 

The report also states that 
outside the building “valu¬ 
able civic and community 
space is created” which will 
give people somewhere to 
meet, and the area will be 
landscaped. 

There will be a 104-space 
car park and coach drop off 
points.

The 54-year-old rode a 
tandem bike with his cycling 
partner Steve Dugmore as 
part of a dance sequence at 
the spectacular opening cer¬ 
emony. 

The sequence was against 
the backdrop of music from 
Wolverhampton singer Bev¬ 
erley Knight. 

Dave had been sworn to 
secrecy in advance of the cer¬ 
emony but when he got back 
to his home in West 
Bromwich, he said: “The 
ceremony was absolutely 
incredible. 

“I did not know what to 
expect but I can tell you it 
was an adventure and expe¬ 
rience that money can’t buy. 

Charity 

“It was a part of history 
that I will never experience 
in my lifetime again.” 

It was the latest Olympic 
honour for Dave who has 
raised thousands of pounds 
for charity with his incredi¬ 
ble running. 

He was chosen to be part 
of the Olympic Torch relay 
in May, and carried the 
flame for a 300-yard stretch 
in Cobridge, Stoke-on- 
Trent. 

He is the first blind man 
to run seven marathons n 
seven days on seven conti¬ 
nents.

Thieves 

caused 

£ 40,000 

damage 

METAL thieves have caused 
almost £40,000 worth of 
damage to council homes in 
Sandwell over the past six 
months, according to new 
figures. 

But housing bosses say 
measures they have in place, 
including a letter campaign 
to scrap yard workers, are 
driving down the problem. 

Eight properties were tar¬ 
geted between February and 
August, causing damage 
worth £37,440. 

But that figure is down on 
the same period last year 
when 12 empty properties 
were hit, leaving repair costs 
of £65,855. 

The thieves target items 
like boilers and lead flash¬ 
ing. 

Housing chiefs say they 
are hitting back. Councillor 
Simon Hackett, cabinet 
member for housing said 
that since September 2010 
action taken had seen metal 
theft fall by 65 per cent. 

“Action has included 
sending more than 120 
letters to keepers of scrap 
wagons in Sandwell warning 
them of the consequences of 
metal theft.” 

Sandwell Homes is also 
marking metal objects with 
DNA grease which shows up 
under UV light and links a 
thief to the scene of the 
crime. 

Security screening is also 
fitted to doors and windows 
at vulnerable properties. 

CCTV helps 
crime fight 

CCTV cameras in Sandwell 
have helped solve more than 
2,700 crimes in the past year. 

The system’s 500 cameras 
have provided police with 
vital evidence in cases of 
affray, arson, burglary and 
death by dangerous driving. 

A report from Sandwell 
Homes highlights how 
cameras have helped to deal 
with metal thefts, missing 
people, sex assaults, public 
disorder, rape, robbery and 
even suspicious deaths. 

Councillor Simon 

Hackett, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: 
the CCTV team had helped 
make Sandwell a safer place.

SANDWELL Chamber of 
Commerce has welcomed a 
fall in the number of empty 
business premises in the 
borough over the past year. 

Between 2011 and 2012, 
the number of empty build¬ 
ings, including offices, shops 
and factories, dropped from 
2,168 to 1,873. 

Chamber president 
Ninder Johal said: “This is 
fantastic news. There has 
been a lot of concern about 
derelict shops and dying 
town centres. 

“There has been a push 
nationally and a push locally 
to tackle the issue and I 
think we’re starting to see 
the benefits. 

“If the trend can continue 
over the next few months it 
would be great.” 

Across the West Midlands 
up to one in five non-domes¬ 
tic buildings, including 
offices, shops and factories, 
is still vacant but almost 
every district and borough 
reported a drop between 
2011 and 2012. 

Wolverhampton recorded 
the biggest improvement in 
the Black Country, with a 
drop from 1,824 buildings, 
or 22.7 per cent, to 1,459 or 
18.1 per cent.

“It’s just because they 
have nothing better to do. 
They can walk around as 
they like until the alarm 
goes off and then they just 
run off.” 

Tipton councillor Stephen 
Jones said: “Whoever is 
doing this needs to think 
about the consequences of 
their actions. 

“A softly, softly approach 
does not apply here. We need 
to put a stop to this. I would 
urge people in the area to 
report any suspicious sight¬ 
ings to police.”

It will be built over two 
days near the crash site in 
Colchester. 

Historian Chris Stanfield 
has been researching the 
crash and has been the 
driving force for the memo¬ 
rial.

Sgt Randle, aged 22, part 
of 626 Squadron, was one of 
seven people killed when 
they were attacked while on 
the way back from a mission. 

The crew tried to land 
their Lancaster at Boxted in 
Essex but it crashed just 
after 4am on April 25, 1944. 

The granite memorial will 
be a brick pillar with a black 
granite top bearing the 
names of the crew.

Pair jailed for attacking 
man with planks of wood 


TWO men who attacked a 
man with planks of wood 
outside a taxi office in Black- 
heath have been sent to jail. 

Jad Bache and Matthew Rudge 
assaulted Daniel Bristow after the 
victim had allegedly punched one of 
the defendants earlier in the evening. 

CCTV images played at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court showed the 
pair beating the victim, repeatedly 
hitting him with pieces of wood at 
Brookfleet Cars yard, in Bassano 
Road. 

Prosecutor Howard Searle told the 
court Mr Bristow was fortunate not 
to have suffered serious injuries. 

Mr Searle said the attack took place 
at about 2.30am on March 10 and that 
earlier that evening, 22-year-old 
Bache had been assaulted by Mr 
Bristow. 

Looking for revenge he and Rudge, 
also 22, went searching for Mr 
Bristow, Mr Searle said. 

Ashamed 

Both defendants admitted assault 
causing actual bodily harm. Bernard 
Porter, defending Bache, of Bramble 
Green, Dudley, said his client had had 
seven pints of lager and would not 
have become involved had he not 
been attacked. 

Roy Pattison, defending Rudge, of 
Central Avenue, Rowley Regis, said 
the attack was “completely out of 
character” for the father of one and 
that he was “deeply ashamed”. 

The court was told Bache had pre¬ 
vious convictions for throwing a 
punch at a police officer and assault¬ 
ing another. 

He was on bail for that offence at 
the time he carried out the attack on 
Mr Bristow. 

Recorder Tracey Lloyd-Nesling 
jailed Bache for 10 months and Rudge 
for eight. She told them: “This was a 
sustained assault by the two of you on 
Daniel Bristow. 

“You persisted in assaulting him 
while he was on the floor and was 
completely defenceless. Clearly you 
were aiming a number of those blows 
at his head.”

Planned waste plant to cost £2m 


A SCHEME to create a new waste 
plant in Wednesbury which would 
bring 12 jobs to the area would cost 
more than £1 million, bosses said. 

Cradley Heath-based Intervate 
wants to take over the former 
Hughes & Sons Limited building, in 
Portway Road. 

The company aims to create a 
waste food and wood processing 
centre to turn waste into energy 


which would be fed in to the local 
electricity grid. 

David Humphries, agent for 
Intervate, said early discussions 
with planning chiefs at Sandwell 
Council had been positive. 

He said it would provide electric¬ 
ity for at least the next two decades. 
“In my estimations it will cost in 
excess of £1 million for the equip¬ 
ment alone,” he said. 


“There also needs to be a lot of 
treatment work to the outside yard 
area, and that on its own is costing 
around £220,000. 

Amazing 

“This is something that will gen¬ 
erate electricity for the next 20 years 
and it will be dealing with items of 
waste that would normally be sent 
to landfill. It is making something 


out of nothing. I think it’s an 
amazing process. ” 

The company gained planning 
permission from Sandwell Council 
for its first site in October 2010.

Families’

Now, disabled people have to 
use temporary toilets on site 
which are harder to get to. 

Archaeologists have been 
called in by museum bosses 
to assess the ground for the 
installation of the toilets.

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Rethink 
on future 
of former 
brewery 

BOSSES of historic Oldbury 
brewery Langley Maltings 
say they will be taking a 
fresh look at plans for the 
fire-ravaged site. 

It comes after proposals to 
demolish and redevelop part 
of the Western Road site, 
which has been a magnet for 
arsonists and vandals, were 
refused by planning chiefs. 

The owners had hoped to 
bulldoze and transform part 
of the Grade II listed build¬ 
ing, which has been derelict 
for years. However, English 
Heritage, The Victorian 
Society and the Ancient 
Monuments Society have all 
objected to the demolition. 
They want the building 
saved for future genera¬ 
tions. 

They say that despite the 
damage to the site, there is 
still scope for it to be 
repaired and preserved. 
Sandwell Council has now 
refused the request to 
demolish part of the prem¬ 
ises. 

Businessmen Lehmber 
Singh and Harbhajan Singh 
Dhadday bought the prop¬ 
erty for £1 million in 2007. 

It was originally planned 
to transform the site with a 
housing development until 
the recession halted the 
project. No official planning 
application has ever been 
drawn up for the site. 

Proposal 
for homes 
at old pub 

A DISUSED pub will be 
turned into six apartments if 
plans submitted to Sandwell 
Council are approved. 

Paul Hullait of Glebefields 
Road, Tipton, has applied 
for permission to convert the 
Hawthorn Tavern. 

The proposals would see 
four two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments and two one-bedroom 
apartments, private commu¬ 
nal gardens and car parking. 

The beer garden at the 
pub in Dial Lane, West 
Bromwich, would be land¬ 
scaped. 

A planning document sub¬ 
mitted by Cradley Heath- 
based GD Designs, states: 
“As typical of a number of 
public houses, business 
tends to be falling. 

“In order to make full use 
of the premises it is proposed 
to fully convert the property 
into self contained apart¬ 
ments for rent. ” 


Stink gets up the noses of residents 


ENVIRONMENTAL health officers have 
been called in to find out what’s causing a 
stink in Wednesbury. 

Residents in the Darlaston Road area say 
the smell, which they believe is coming from 
a factory in the town, is now a public health 
issue. 

Many feel the fumes may be making them 
unwell, and are forced to keep their 
windows and doors shut. 

Roy Small who lives on Blakedon Road 
said there has been a problem for about 12 
months, but it has got worse in the last few 


weeks. The 72-year-old described it as a 
sulphur-like burning smell, and has put 
together a petition signed by dozens of resi¬ 
dents calling on the council to take action. 

He said: “Earlier this week my wife and I 
had to leave our bedroom because the smell 
was so strong. We sleep with the windows 
open, and around 6am this strong smell 
starting coming in and woke us up. It was so 
strong we couldn’t stay in there.” 

He added: “I have woken up coughing 
because the smell and fumes have got at the 
back of my throat. And we have found at 


times we cannot go upstairs because of the 
stink. ” 

Mr Small has contacted the council 
several times and officers have been out to 
investigate, but have not found the cause. 

He said: “Lots of people have noticed the 
smell. When you mention it to people every¬ 
one talks about how overpowering and hor¬ 
rible it is.” 

Wednesbury Councillor Elaine Costigan 
said she had smelt the fumes. 

She said: “I have had around 20 phone 
calls in the last month about the smell. It is 


horrible, and someone needs to find out 
what it is. 

“We do not know whether it is safe for us 
to be breathing it in. I feel it’s a public 
health issue.” 

Neighbourhoods boss Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “Officers have established that 
there appears to be two types of odours that 
residents are complaining about and estab¬ 
lishing the source is proving difficult. 

“Inspections are being carried out to try 
to identify where the smells are coming 
from.”

The weight started to 
come off really quickly.” 

He later moved to the 
Halesowen club at Cornbow 
Hall on Hagley Street. 

“When I look at pictures of 
how I used to be. I just don’t 
recognise myself,” he said. 

Mr Leah has a new job 
working at an NHS Commu¬ 
nity Health Centre in High- 
gate Birmingham, and he is 
now training for the Bupa 
Birmingham half marathon.

EXTRA security guards and 
mobile patrol vans have been 
deployed to guard Co-op 
stores across the region fol¬ 
lowing a string of armed raids.

Midcounties Co-operative spokes¬ 
woman Louise Evans said supermarket 
bosses were working closely with detec¬ 
tives in the West Midlands and Stafford¬ 
shire to help track down the culprits. 

Knife 

“We are aware of the recent robberies 
and have increased our already stringent 
security measures at our stores in the 
area. This includes regular patrols 
throughout the day by a mobile security 
team,” she said. 

“The welfare of our colleagues and 
customers continues to be of prime 
concern to us.” 

In the latest raid, three men wearing 
balaclavas raided the Co-op in Dudley 
Road West, Tividale, last week and 
threatened staff with a wrench-type tool. 

One of the men stood in the doorway, 
while the other two filled a bin with cig¬ 
arettes. They left taking the till and its 
contents in a blue Ford Sierra and 
headed towards Burnt Tree Island. 

On August 17, two men armed with an 
knife raided the Co-op in Brewood and 
last month, the Co-op stores in Giggetty 
Lane and High Street, Wombourne, 
were targeted by two men wielding axes.

Rich history of area that 
retains strong indenttty 


LEAMORE, near Bloxwich, 
is first mentioned in 1420 
and was probably uninhab¬ 
ited heathland for cen¬ 
turies. 

By about 1775 a settlement grew 
around what is now Leamore Lane, 
Bloxwich Road and Green Lane. 

In the 1800s Leamore expanded, 
with coal mining and iron working 
the main industries. 

Off Leamore Lane, St. John’s 
mission church was built 1883, 
rebuilt 1931 and demolished 1967. 

A Wesleyan chapel was estab¬ 
lished in Broadstone (Bloxwich 
Road) in 1862-1864. It was demol¬ 
ished in 1963 when the Leamore 
flats were built, preceded by 
Leamore Shopping Precinct. 

Council housing arrived in the 
late 1920s, and in the 1950s slums 
were replaced by a modern council 
estate, first known as Gypsy Lane 
and later Beechdale Estate. 

Leamore Primary School, 
Bloxwich Road, built 1872, opened 


by Stuart Williams 

in 1873 as a mixed board (council) 
school. Extended in the late 1900s, 
it still thrives today. Christ Church 
C.E. Primary School, Harden Road, 
was built 1971 but replaced 2011- 
12 by a new circular building. W.R. 

Wheway Secondary Modern 
School opened in Hawbush Road in 
1954. Inl973 it was reorganised as 
Forest Comprehensive, later 
closing to become the Forest Arts 
Centre. 

An Art Deco cinema, The Rosum, 
was opened on Bloxwich Road in 
1935. It later became a bingo hall 
and is now Farm Foods. 

Now-lost Leamore pubs included 
the Georgian Spread Eagle (rebuilt 
by 1932) and Red Lion (cl838, 
rebuilt early 1900s). 

The Tudor Old Black Horse 
(demolished cl880, replaced 1907 
by The Black Horse) and Georgian 
New Black Horse (replaced by the 
Butlers Arms in early 1900s), were 
on opposite corners of Harden Road 


and Bloxwich Road. Georgian 
coaching inn The Four Crosses, 
Green Lane, was rebuilt 1924. The 
only surviving historic Leamore 
pub is The Crown (early 1900s) 
now closed, in Leamore Lane. 

The 960s Railway Inn on the 
corner of Broadstone Avenue 
replaced a Victorian predecessor. 

Stubbs & James Iron Furnaces 
were built about 1802-6 with an 
associated colliery (1813) to the 
west of Leamore (now Beechdale 
Estate) in the early 1800s, as part of 
the industrial revolution. 

Forest Colliery was mined exten¬ 
sively during the 1800s, but by 
1902 was disused. 

This tiny urbanised hamlet has a 
rich past. Today, while it needs 
regeneration, Leamore is still a 
good place to live with a strong 
identity.

A RESIDENT at a block 
flats in West Bromwich is 
furious over this pile of 
rotting rubbish that has 
been left uncollected. 

Father-of-one Lee Dangerfield 
claims his block has being forgot¬ 
ten about. He says the rubbish has 
been allowed to mount up for 
weeks. 

Sandwell Council promised to 
tackle the issue and said access to 
the block could be the cause of the 
problem. 

Mr Dangerfield claimed some 
rubbish had not been collected for 
seven weeks. 

He added that Sandwell Homes 
had also failed to tackle a wasps 
nest which had been plaguing resi¬ 
dents in the flats in Bennits Close. 

Worried 

The 35-year-old, who has lived 
in the block for seven years, said: “I 
and the other residents have 
repeatedly contacted Sandwell 
Homes and the council about the 
bin store, but nothing has been 
done. 

“It is just piled high, and dis¬ 
gusting, and it stinks.” 

He added: “We are also really 
worried about the wasps nest 
which is in a cupboard on the 
second floor, above the bin store. I 
didn’t even know there was a cup¬ 
board there until the wasps started 
flying from it. One of my neigh¬ 
bour’s dogs has already been stung 
by the wasps. Children play out 
here, and could easily be stung. If 


they swarm it could be really hor¬ 
rible.” 

The builder who says his 12- 
year-old daughter comes and stays 
with him twice a week said: “We 
just feel we are being forgotten 
about and ignored. If it carries on 


like this I think I will have to move 
out.” 

Neighbourhoods boss Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said the council had 
only been contacted twice about 
the issue. 

The first was on August 6 which 


was dealt with the following day. 
The second was on August 29. 

He said: “We will investigate the 
claims that have been made and 
the bin cupboard will be emptied. 
It could be that the problem is 
being caused by a difficulty in the 


crews gaining access to the bin 
cupboard.” 

Hundreds of bin collections were 
missed in Oldbury in three months 
alone, with an average of 333 
reported between April and July 
this year.

A mountain of rubbish in Nelson Street, which could end up costing taxpayers £1.5 million in removal costs 


THIS mountain of dumped 
rubbish could cost up to £1.5 
million to remove - and tax¬ 
payers could be left to foot 
the bill. 

The scrap in Oldbury was left behind 
by an illegal skip business. 

The Environment Agency is pursuing 
the rogue waste company through the 
courts for large-scale tipping on Nelson 
Street and Parsonage Street. 


If the prosecution is successful, the 
agency will try to recoup its costs for 
investigating the business, under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Whatever is left from the business’s 
assets would go towards the cost of 
removing the piles of rubbish at the 
two sites. 

But officials fear the money won’t 
cover the total cost. 

The problem was revealed in the 
council’s annual statement of 
accounts. 


A report stated: ““It is anticipated 
that the cost of waste removal will 
exceed the proceeds available and it is 
the council who will then become liable 
for these additional costs. The exact 
liability remains unknown at present.” 

A 40-year-old Oldbury man was 
arrested at Oldbury Skip Hire, in 
Nelson Street, in July last year on sus¬ 
picion of depositing waste without a 
permit. He has not yet appeared in 
court.

They replace metal memorial 
plaques stolen by thieves. 

The cast iron plaques, featuring the 
names of 50 fallen war heroes, were 
torn from a wall outside St Margaret’s 
Church, in Great Barr, a year ago. 

The church raised £1,400 towards 
the new replacements, including a 
single donation of £1,000 from the 
Royal British Legion. 

The plaques have now been 
installed ready for a special service of 
dedication. 

That will be carried out by the 
Archdeacon of Walsall Chris Sims on 
September 15.

Parish vicar The Rev Martin Rutter 
said the whole community would be 
welcome to come to the event which 
starts at 2pm. 

He added: “We have been 
absolutely delighted with the 
response of the public and we are very 
happy to finally be able to show off the 
new plaques. 

“They are there for everyone, 
which is why we wanted to keep them 
in a public place. 

“We hope lots of people will come 
along to the event and anyone is 
welcome to bring their own stan¬ 
dards.” 

It was hoped the new plaques would 
be installed sooner but efforts were 


delayed after the first replacements to 
arrive proved to be faulty. Mr Rutter 
said there were some slight errors on 
the original plaques which they had 
been able to correct. 

Church wardens also had to get 
advice on how to stop the thieves tar¬ 
geting them again. 

The original plaques were taken 
from the Chapel Lane church in May 
last year.

One of the plaques commemorates 
12 soldiers from the parish killed in 
the First World War. 

The other commemorates 38 sol¬ 
diers killed in the Second World War. 

No-one was arrested in connection 
with the theft of the metal plaques.

of a former factory site 


New store being built 



Construction work ploughs ahead on the new Co-op store in Walsall 


CONSTRUCTION of a new Co-op 
store which is creating more than 25 
jobs is forging ahead with the main 
structure now in place. 

The 3,000 sq ft shop is being built 
on the former Vauxhall Motors site 
along the Broadway in Walsall with 
an anticipated completion date of 
November. 

Work on clearing the site started 
in June and the shape of the build¬ 
ing is now visible. 

The existing Midcounties post 
office which is based nearby will be 
relocated to the new store on the 
corner of Hawes Road. 

The Steve Thompson Vauxhall 
dealership was empty for two years 
after shutting in 2010 with the loss 
of 20 jobs. It had been trading for 40 
years. The business closed just five 


years after the site’s showroom had 
undergone a £250,000 revamp. It 
was put up for sale in 2009 following 
the retirement of owner Mr Thomp¬ 
son. 

Although the sister Vauxhall deal¬ 
ership in Eastern Avenue, Lichfield, 
was bought by Vertu Motors in a 
£2.8m deal, no buyer could be found 
for the Walsall building. 

Andy Cresswell, of the Co-op, 
said: “We are delighted to be invest¬ 
ing in an area where we already 
have a major presence which 
includes a number of food stores, 
and regional offices.” 

It comes as 30 jobs will be created 
through the opening of another new 
Co-op store in Walsall Wood by the 
beginning of next year. 


WORK has begun on the multi¬ 
million pound revamp of a former 
landmark car factory. 

Developers have revealed “a number” of 
firms had shown an interest in occupying a 
unit at the site of the former car parts 
factory GKN Driveline in Aldridge. 

Existing buildings are being renovated 
with new roofing, flooring and electrics to 
provide offices and warehouse space. Devel¬ 
opers say it is likely to be put on the market 
in 12 months’ time. 

Work is expected to continue into next 
year and it is hoped the development will 
allow firms the chance to expand without 
having to move out of the area, as well as 
bringing new businesses to the borough. 

Interest 

The manufacturing complex in Middle- 
more Lane is under the ownership and man¬ 
agement of Birmingham-based Property 
Link (Midlands). 

Sunny Singh, surveyor for the property 
agency, said: “There has already been quite 
a bit of interest for the site from local busi¬ 
nesses and businesses outside of the 
borough. It will probably be 12 months 
before it can be put on the market formally. ” 

“It is a vast site,” he added. “There’s still 
much work to be done. The buildings 
already exist but there needs to be major 
refurbishment work such as new roofs, 
floors and electrics.” 

Up to £4 million is being invested in the 
347,125 sq ft site which was once occupied 
by more than 200 workers.

ported by Beacon Action 
Group, had asked a consor¬ 
tium of 10 local businessmen 
and professionals which 
acquired the hall this year to 
hold a meeting to inform the 
public about its plans for the 
derelict building. 

Peter Allen, chairman of 
the committee, said a 
meeting was essential before 
a questionnaire about the 
hall’s future was sent out. 

But a spokesman for the 
consortium said a public 
meeting would be held later. 

The questionnaire has 
been sent to 2,000 homes 
and Walsall Council is 
looking to send it to a further 
2,500. 

Mr Allen said the ques¬ 
tionnaire caused great 
concern. 

“Their intention was laud¬ 
able, the gathering of public 
opinion can be valuable, but 


the way they have gone 
about it is deeply flawed,” he 
said. 

“Our immediate response 
on being shown a first draft 
of the questionnaire was to 
advise against its release. 

“The document on its own 
could not yield meaningful 
results, as few local resi¬ 
dents had more than a 
passing acquaintance with 
Great Barr Hall, and none 
would be fully aware of the 
complex issues concerned 
with planning, administra¬ 
tion and the environment.” 

Mike Lapworth, of Lap- 
worth Architects, said the 
questionnaire, which was 
encouraged by Walsall 
Council, would not be the 
only opportunity for the 
public to have their say. 

“It was always our inten¬ 
tion to hold public meetings 
in due course,” he said.

Finishing touches being put to 
£5m extension of Sikh temple

The extension to one of the country’s 
oldest Sikh temples is being built on the 
site of the cinema which was demol¬ 
ished in 2009. 

Temple Trustee Gurinder Singh Josan 


said: “We are now just putting the fin¬ 
ishing touches to the community 
annex, and the workers have nearly fin¬ 
ished fitting the building out. 

“We are undertaking some very bright 
and colourful paint work, which we 
hope will be really quite striking. 

“We are looking forward now to when 
it will be completed and we can start 
using the building.” 

On the first floor there will be the 600 
seater dining hall and wedding facilities 
and the second floor will have class¬ 


rooms, a lecture theatre and a library. 
There will also be living accommoda¬ 
tion for four priests and a roof garden a 
the the site. 

Wolverhampton-based Reade Buray 
Associates is designing and project¬ 
managing the redevelopment, which is 
taking place in two phases. 

Details of the second phase will be con¬ 
firmed later. The work is expected to be 
finished in October and an opening cer¬ 
emony will be held at a date yet to be 
set.

Double trouble leads 
to disaster for John 


W hat could be more exciting for 
an actor than landing a role in 
a star-studded new adaptation 
of a novel by Daphne du Maurier, the 
author who gave us Rebecca, The 
Birds and Don’t Look Now? 

Well, how about landing two roles? 
No wonder Matthew Rhys jumped at 
the chance to star in The Scapegoat 
(Sunday, ITV1,9pm). 

Set in 1952, it’s the story of John 
Standing and Johnny Spence, two very 
different men who nonetheless have a 
few things in common. 

They have the same initials, they’ve 
both reached a crossroads in their 
lives, and as you may have guessed 
from the fact they are both played by 
the same actor, they look absolutely 
identical. 

So how would Rhys describe the two 
characters: “I’ll begin with John 
Standing, who is a modest, quiet and 
demure young man with a slightly 
romantic take on the world. He finds 
himself being made redundant from his 
teaching position so decides to use the 
opportunity to go and see the world. 
“On the very same night of his 


sacking, he meets the very charming 
Johnny Spence, who has an equally 
Machiavellian side to him. 

‘They have this remarkable meeting 
where they both realise they look 
identical to one another. Knowing his 
own life is spiralling out of control, 
Johnny hatches a plan to switch roles 
with John.” 

The plan starts with the two of them 
hitting the bottle together, and in the 
morning Standing finds that his new 
lookalike friend is nowhere to be seen - 
but Spence’s chauffeur has turned up 
to bring his employer home, and is 
understandably sceptical when 
Standing insists there’s been a case of 
mistaken identity. 

While the other characters may 
struggle to tell Spence from Standing, 
Rhys managed not to get confused 
during filming. 

“It helped that they are such 
completely different men, with different 
characteristics and different goals. 

“It was more the technical side when 
they’re both sharing a scene together 
which made it slightly difficult, either 
through working with the double or 
reacting to a piece of tape!” 


Fortunately, he did have other 
co-stars so he wasn’t talking to himself 
throughout the entire shoot. Standing 
finds himself taking on Spence’s life, 
which includes a crumbling stately 
home chocked full of women, including 
a drug-addicted mother, an eccentric 
daughter, sister, and two mistresses. 

For Rhys, working with his female 
co-stars, who include Sheridan Smith, 
Eileen Atkins and Jodhi May was one 
of the highlights of the drama: “It was 
just glorious that they were all so 
different. It was fun going into Johnny’s 
world as John Standing when he’s met 
with this great wall of hatred from all 
these women.” 

The teacher eventually starts to get a 
grip on who’s who and starts to build 
bridges with them, even falling in love. 

But when Spence returns with evil 
intents, it looks like being someone else 
can have its disadvantages after all. 

Unless of course, you happen to be 
Rhys. He laughs: ‘All the lip-smacking 
revelry over evil deeds is just such a 
joy. I also get the opportunity to do all 
the bad things you’re not allowed to do 
as a normal, functioning member of 
society!”

THEY are among the 
boldest of flowers, their 
colour range varying from 
sizzling red and burnt 
orange to deep burgundy, 
yellows and pinks. 

While not so long ago they went 
out of fashion, now they have come 
right back in, flowering freely from 
early summer until the first frosts. 

And there are so many varieties, 
from dwarf specimens to giants 
which produce dinner plate-sized 
blooms, with curved or flat petals, 
single or double flowers, spiky or 
soft florets. Varieties such as 


‘Bishop of Llandaff have interest¬ 
ing deep bronze foliage. Dahlias are 
best surrounded by other plants in 
the border, where they can reinforce 
colour schemes and create focal 
points. 

They are tuberous perennials but 
in warm sites most will overwinter 
successfully in the ground if pro¬ 
tected with a thick straw mulch. 

But it’s probably safer to lift the 
tubers in late autumn, store them in 
a frost-free place and then replant 
them in spring. 

Some of the smaller types make 
great front of border plants and look 
great in pots and other containers. 



Vegetables can grow sow well for all 

YOU can have fresh cabbage all year round, but spring cabbage - also known 
as spring greens - plugs the gap from March to May, between the last of 
winter varieties and the first of the summer ones. 

Spring cabbage also occupies the ground once summer crops are har¬ 
vested and grows well in containers. 

Sow seeds outside in drills 2cm deep and 15cm apart, sowing thinly, 
aiming for a plant every 5cm or so, making sure you water the drill thor¬ 
oughly beforehand. 

Water frequently until the plants are established and cover with fine 
mesh netting to keep cabbage whites off them. 

Hopefully the plant will be large enough to withstand the cold when 
winter comes, but in particularly cold areas cover them with cloches for an 
earlier crop. 

In February apply a light dressing of a high-nitrogen fertiliser as the 
plants start to grow. 

The spring greens should be ready to cut between March and May. 

Cut immature plants as ‘spring greens’, or leave some to produce firm 
heads and cut them whole. Good varieties include ‘April’ and ‘Durham 
Early’.

work of towing a caravan or 
horse box. 

The latest Range Rover 
Sport has undergone a major 
makeover, but don’t expect to 
spot the differences on the 
road or the executive car 
park. The real change is 
under the bonnet, with the 
proven three-litre V6 turbo 
diesel boosted from 242 to 
252bhp and a new eight- 
speed automatic gearbox 
(instead of six). 



The combination makes the upgraded car feel more 
lively, a bit quieter and smoother, although if you really 
want to, you can use the ‘Happy paddles’ on the steering 
wheel to hustle the car along windy A roads. 

You probably will as you settle in to the car, but it does 
the 0 to 60mph dash in a brisk 8.5 seconds anyway, so 
once the novelty has worn off there’s no real need: just 
leave the torquey power plant and silky smooth auto box 
to do their work. 

Consumption 

Perhaps remarkably, fuel consumption also increases 
from just over 30 to 32.1mpg and C02 emissions are 
down slightly to 230g/km. 

Despite appearances, the underpinnings of the Sport 
owe more to the Discovery than its ever so slightly bigger 
brother, the Range Rover. 

But ride comfort is actually better, especially when 
you tune the air suspension (at the touch of a button) to 
‘dynamic’ mode. It makes the car a little lower and 
firmer, with less roll and a more positive feel for tackling 
those typical A and B roads. 

This is where the Sport belongs: it really is more 
dynamic, better handling and more car-like in these sort 



of conditions than either its bigger brother or the Dis¬ 
covery. That might be seen as recognition by Land Rover 
that this is where the car will spend most of its time: it’s 
an off-roader for image purposes only and isn’t expected 
to do more than find a parking place on the gymkhana 
field. 

But that would be wrong: with the same “All 
Terrain’’system as its stablemates, the Sport’s driver 
can just dial in “mud and ruts”, “rocks” or any one of 
half a dozen settings to benefit from the same off-road 
ability. 

Inside, the Sport has had an upgrade to its sound 
system in terms of both output power and the number of 
speakers, which is designed to improve sound quality, 
particularly for those in the rear seats. 

The central touch-screen display also has dual-view 
option so, for example, you can still use the satnav while 
your passenger watches TV 

Another convenient feature to be added as standard is 
a power-operated tailgate, very useful if you’re return¬ 
ing to the car with the weekly shop, bulky cargo or a dog. 

These latest gadgets bring the car’s list of luxury fea¬ 
tures bang up to date, but there are a few things still on 
the options list. 

If you struggle with such a large vehicle in car parks 
designed for Minis and 1100s in the 1960s, you can get a 
camera system with an all-round view for £715. The 
towing pack adds £510.

Ford takes 
concept to 
new level 



SINCE the rise of the recent downsizing 
trend, adding value to small car platforms has 
become key to securing sales whether 
buyers are trading up or down. 

Ford hopes its new B-Max compact people carrier will 
tempt buyers from both sides of the financial fence, with its 
mix of practicality, kit, looks and clever sliding rear doors. 

You read that right: rear sliding doors on a car based on a 
Fiesta platform. And yes, you can’t see the B-pillar with the 
doors open because there isn’t one. 

The preceding years have seen Ford become increasingly 
proactive in developing interesting technology. The B-Max 
certainly fulfils this notion by ditching the traditional B- 
pillars. Granted, rear sliding doors are hardly a new 
concept, but they are on something this small. We’ve seen 
them on big MPVs for years and the main benefits are well 
known: ease of use and the ability to access and egress the 
car in tight spaces. Why shouldn’t small cars be any differ¬ 
ent? 

Ford has taken the concept a step further, however, by 
ditching the conventional fixed B-pillar in favour of incor¬ 
porating it in the doors themselves. When shut, the doors’ 
in-built strength and strategically placed locking points on 
the body deliver comparable rigidity and crash protection to 
a regular car. The result is more space when the doors are 
opened, which should make tending to children in the rear 
seats easier and boost loading flexibility. 

The B-Max is more than just a pair of fancy sliding doors, 
though. The car has been engineered with fold-flat rear 
seats and a fold-forward front passenger seat to enable long 
or bulky items to be carried with little effort. That the 
respective folding mechanisms are of the one-hand variety 
adds to the car’s appeal. 

The flexible boot floor liberates even more space for valu¬ 
ables, which is further proof of the car’s family-friendly cre¬ 
dentials. 

Space inside the cabin is also generous, with ample head 
and legroom both fore and aft. Children might be more 
regular rear seat passengers than adults but you’re unlikely 
to hear complaints from the latter even on long journeys. 

Up front the B-Max’s layout boasts numerous similari¬ 
ties with the Fiesta and Focus, which ensures that every¬ 
thing is close to hand and the various main controls and 
displays are intuitive and easy to operate respectively. 

Minimise 

This trickle-down approach also extends to the availabil¬ 
ity of new kit such as keyless entry and ignition, plus an 
auto stop city braking system designed to minimise low- 
speed accidents. 

Worth an extra mention is Ford’s SYNC technology, 
which combines Bluetooth, phone and music player connec¬ 
tivity along with voice control, phone message handling and 
an SOS function linked to a response service. Granted, this 
package isn’t new but Ford’s approach does make it more 
useable than most others. 

Clearly the B-Max has a lot going for it. In the MPV 
market - large or small - focus is usually on a car’s versatil¬ 
ity and practicality. 

Unfortunately it’s often at the expense of driving ability, 
which is why most tin boxes disappoint. 

Not so the B-Max, and it’s the final reason why Ford’s 
small people carrier deserves to be in the spotlight. 

Maintaining the current downsizing trend and following 
the Focus, the B-Max gets Ford’s innovative three-cylinder, 
1.0-litre petrol engine. Tested in 120 horsepower guise 
(there’s also a 100 horsepower option), it offers a good 
balance of performance, economy and modest C02 output. 

In high-power trim, it easily copes with a fully loaded car 
and is capable of maintaining motorway speeds without 
complaint. 

More familiar petrol and diesel motors complete the B- 
Max’s line-up in 1.4 guise and a 1.5 and 1.6 pairing respec¬ 
tively. That last unit is also an agreeable performer, and 
although it offers a torquey performance to aid progress up 
hills, there’s no denying that Ford’s EcoBoost-branded 
three-pot petrol engine is a star performer. 

The biggest surprise is the way the B-Max drives, 
however. For a tall-ish compact people carrier, there’s very 
little pitch and roll when on the move, while the various con¬ 
trols - brakes, steering, gearshift - possess a weighty accu¬ 
racy that’s missing from rivals. 

In short, the B-Max drives like a regular, well-sorted 
family hatchback. Only this shouldn’t really be a surprise 
given Ford’s form since it introduced the very first Focus. A 
refined yet engaging driving experience has been a common 
trait of all cars since that landmark launch. 

And such attributes combined with the B-Max’s practi¬ 
cal, spacious and high-quality cabin - plus those sliding 
doors - conspire to make the B-Max the stand-out choice in 
the market.

ALBION’S best top-flight start 
since 1978 confirmed the 
Bagg ies’ ascent to the head of the 
region’s pecking order. 

Seven points from three uncompromising 
opening fixtures represent a super start to 
the Premier League campaign, writes 
Steve Madeley. 

Villa are in retreat and Blues and Wolves 
occupy the Championship - but at The 
Hawthorns, there is now the strongest 
squad in Albion’s history playing smart, 
progressive and at times delicious football 
for a cash-rich club free of debt and with con¬ 
tinually advancing assets and infra-struc¬ 
ture. 

Albion have now handled Liverpool, Spurs 
and Everton efficiently. Naturally, you would 
not be an Albion fan - or a resident of the Black 
Country - if you did not now expect them to 
muck it up against Fulham and Reading. 

But all that is missing from the pot now is 
a silver one - a trophy that would give the 
Baggies a tangible symbol of one of English 
football’s most successful modern-day 
advances. 

New head coach Steve Clarke’s opening 
selection for the Capital One Cup last week 
suggests that, as with many of his contem¬ 
poraries, the knockout competitions will 
play second fiddle to the great god that is the 
Premier League cash cow. 

You can understand the priority and 
chairman Jeremy Peace would probably 
support it. But, oh for this team to give a cup 
competition its first-choice attention 
because supporters - and this region’s foot¬ 
ball generally - are crying out for such a 
triumph. It has been clear for a couple of 
years that this is an Albion side capable of 
delivering one - and never has that been 
more apparent than now. 

Clarke is too modest and respectful a man 
to imagine he has ‘cracked’ this management 
lark but at least there has been a seamless 


transition from the Roy Hodgson era. Which, 
of course, is what Albion do so well. The 
team’s geology makes that point - layer by 
layer, the contributions of the last four man¬ 
agers sit comfortably on top of each other 
like stratas of rock in a coastal cliff face. 

From Mowbray’s Olsson through to 
Clarke’s Yacob via Di Matteo’s Odemwingie 
and Hodgson’s Long - and many more in 
between - the Baggies remain the poster 
boys for sound planning which is never sac¬ 
rificed by the buffeting from football’s for¬ 
tunes. 

That brings us to the only jagged edge in 
the formation, the future of the one con¬ 
stant in the operation, Dan Ashworth. FA 
boss David Bernstein was a guest for this 
game and Albion fans will be hoping his 
attendance was entirely social. 

But those rumours about the poaching of 
the club’s sporting and technical director will 


not go away and as much as you can bet the 
club will be not be caught on the hop, Albion 
will struggle to find another candidate who 
can so successfully thread together the many 
different challenges of his position. 

Still, Albion fans should not let that nig¬ 
gling concern spoil the glory of the moment 
while Clarke’s rival managers rack their 
brains for a way to cope. 

Everton were ‘Liverpooled’ on Saturday 
by a team which now boasts experience, 
strength, pace, energy and quality. 

Indeed, despite bringing white-hot form 
to The Hawthorns, David Moyes’ team 
made less headway than the Reds a fort¬ 
night earlier before Albion slowly subju¬ 
gated them to their will. 

An absorbing first half begat a thrilling 
second in which an immediate contender for 
team goal of the year was registered in the 
65th minute. It began with Billy Jones 


under pressure deep in the right-back berth 
and finished with Odemwingie’s cross being 
met by Long full on the run. 

Gareth McAuley’s direct header from 
Chris Brunt’s corner in the last 10 minutes 
confirmed victory - significantly, the two 
decisive, high-performance assists for 
Albion’s goals were provided by substitutes. 
There is depth in the ranks now, too. 

Unlike the class of ’78, the last truly great 
Albion side at this level, Clarke’s team do 
not play with swashbuckling adventure. 
This 2012 version slices up opponents like a 
surgeon - their battery of midfielders have 
gorgeous touch but a real ‘smack’ in the 
tackle; in McAuley and Olsson, they have 
central defenders who sent Marouane Fel- 
laini retreating into midfield. 

This is an Albion team reaching its peak 
and capable of winning something if the club 
takes the reins off. I hope they do.
